NEW GRADUATE PROGRAM IN HISTORIC 
PRESERVATION ESTABLISHED AT GWU 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — A new graduate program In historic preservation, one 
of the first of Its kind In the United States offering a multi-disciplinary 
apyioach to the field of historic preservation, will begin at The George 
Washington University in Septentoer 1975. 

Established with a grant from the Architecture and Environmental Arts 
Program of the National Endowment for the Arts, the new program incorporates 
curricula from the hunanlties and history as well as from urban planning and 
design. 

Frederick Gutheim, AIP, author of The Potomac and the introduction to 
Continuity and Change; Preservation in City Planning, and a frequent preservation 
consultant to civic, planning, and historical organizations, is program director. 
In discussing the planning and background of the new program, Gutheim «v->tes, 

"The passage of the 1966 Historic Preservation Act opened the way to a much 
broader scope of historic preservation. Conplex questions involving living 
historical districts, the preservation of ethnic conrajnlties in cities, the 
adaptive use of old buildings, and many new problems have begun to overehadow 
the traditional concern with historical styles and architectural values. This 
program is designed as a means for preparing specialists in planning, design 
and other related fields for the nulti-dlmensional and increasingly humanisitic 
problems Involved in historic preservation." 
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The program will offer a concentration In historic preservation to GWU 
Master's degree candidates in Urban and Regional Planning, American Civilization, 
and United States History, rather than offering a single specialized degree in 
historic preservation. Included in the program are: a core curriculum in 
historic preservation and urban planning, as well as such courses as "Federal 
and State Urban Policy Development," "Oral History and Interview Techniques," 
and "Urban Geography;" student internships with various local public and private 
agencies and volunteer organizations involved in preservation projects; field 
study at such locations as Annapolis, Alexandria, Mount Vernon, Williamsburg, 
and other sites of historic significance both in the national capital area and 
throughout the middle-Atlantic region; and periodic symposia on topics of special 
interest featuring noted authorities in architecture, planning, preservation, 
history, urban affairs, and other related disciplines. 

Participating in the program are representatives from the Smithsonian 
Institution, the National Trust for Historic Preservation, the Maryland Historical 
Trust, the Washington Center for Metropolitan Studies, the St. Mary's City 
Commission, and other organizations and institutions active in historic 
preservation, local history, and related fields in the Washington area.

Ms. Myerson spoke 
before a gathering of government, business, and education leaders on 
the role of lifetime learning as an essential step in furthering the 
goals of mature women* Ms. Myerson's speech issues a national challenge 
(appropriately timed for International Women's Year and on the eve of 
our own Bicentennial) for our country to use all the human resources 
we have available because "we cannot afford to waste the skills...the 
brains...the energy...the hope...the lives of any of our people." We 
offer this excerpt to you for use as you see fit. 



"A NEW AMERICAN REVOLUTION: LIFETIME LEARNING" 


by Bess Myerson 

The role of America is unique in the history of democracy in the 
world--but the role of women in America, despite the wide range of our 
achievements, remains in too many important ways part of the unfinished 
business of democracy.... 

One of those ways is in education. Not for some gifted women, not 
for some privileged women, not for some token women, but for all women 
--to go as far as their own aspirations and their own talents can take 
th em.... 


For too many of our generations, while young men were encouraged 
to work hard for a degree--Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science--young 
women were encouraged only to work hard for a Bachelor of any kind. 

Long after society admitted that women had legs and breasts and waists, 
brains had to be covered down to the ankles. That kind of thinking has 
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historically been the major obstacle to women's opportunities in educa¬ 
tion, and though the American Woman 1975, from teenager to grandmother. 

Is no longer accepting somebody else's definition of our "place"--in the 
classroom or anywhere else--the dim outline of that generations* 
entrenched attitude is still visible, still closing doors that should 
be open, still providing obstacles over which too many women stumble. 

An increasing number of older women are now seeking to return to 
school, and their reasons are as varied as they are: to complete under¬ 
graduate degrees interrupted, or never started, when family responsibi¬ 
lities or financial problems interfered; to satisfy an intellectual 
curiosity that physically busy years may have left practically untouched, 
but never abandoned; to find more common ground with their college-aged 
children, and improve communication across the generation gap; to prepare 
themselves for employment opportunities which increasingly demand more 
skills and preparation; and, finally, and simply, to find themselves, 
to concentrate the energies they have given to so many others, into in¬ 
formed solutions of their own needs. 

Many counselors seem to regard women's decisions to return to school 
as a whim and a waste of time--for both the schools and the students. 
Because of their age, career opportunities are supposed to be limited. 

The future, many counselors seem to say, belongs to the young. 

That attitude is a blind spot that educators share with too many, 
other parts of our communities about whom we label "too old"--to learn, 
to work, to love, or even to live. If you're closer to a pension than 
puberty, get lost. 

But the future belongs to everyone. In education as in other parts 
of our society, too many promises have been broken, and others too long 
deferred. We need to break through every obstacle which keeps us from 
being our united best. We can no longer afford to waste the skills of 
any of our people, to waste the brains of any of our people, to waste 
the hope of any of our people, to waste the lives of any of our people. 



That is why the Loving Care Scholarship Program is a giant step 
forward, providing not only the opportunity for individual scholarship 
to those who deserve it, but might otherwise be denifed it, but also 
because it is a prescription to correct to 20/20 the vision of educators 
and others in government, business and the communities, whose short¬ 
sightedness has prevented them from bringing the mature woman into 
focus, and to understand her need and desire to learn more and live 
better, and to move closer to her goals--in her home, in her career, 
in her community. 

If small, private colleges cannot afford to give financial assis¬ 
tance, they can at least take the initiative in developing courses and 
counseling programs to meet the special needs of older students. The 
program in Continuing Education for Women at the George Washington 
University, among the first of its kind in the nation, has been helping 
women in this way for over eleven years. Many other schools are begin¬ 
ning to initiate these courses and counseling aids, but the programs 

are still in -their infancy, and in some famed institutions which pride 
themselves on their leadership and dedication to scholarship,they 
are condescending. 

Industry--which can profit greatly from the increased skills that 
the mature women can bring to it in a great variety of jobs--must re¬ 
spond, as Clairol has responded, to fill a need that is largely over¬ 
looked today by foundations, which reserve their financial aid mainly 
for younger students, post-graduate students, and special study projects 

What a scholarship program like this one is saying to every woman 
beyond "traditional" school age is: every age is the right age to learn 
that it isn't a "liberated" classroom unless you're in it; that educa¬ 
tion is the straightest road to finding the right job, and finding your¬ 
self; and that if you're a woman who at one time of your life was told 
that "college is not for you," don't you believe itl 

I hope that every woman is listening. 

I hope that every school, every business, every community, is 

listening, also.

CENTER FOR FAMILY RESEARCH AT GWU TO STUDY 
ALCOHOL PROBLEMS IN FAMILIES 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Center for Family Research (CFR) at the George 
Washington University Medical Center is conducting a study of families with 
self-defined drinking problems. The study is designed to help researchers learn 
more about how families use alcohol and how alcohol problems affect family life. 

The study is funded by a grant from the National Institute on Alcohol Abuse 
and Alcoholism. Dr. Peter J. Steinglass is its principal Investigator. 

Each family selected for the study will participate for six months in 
multiple-family discussion groups, in-hare observations, tests, and interviews. 

In the multiple-family discussion groups each participating family will 
join with five other families for a series of weekly discussions conducted by a 
CFR group leader. Each family will host the other five families in their home 
for a total of four discussions. 

Several members of the research team will conduct up to eight in-home 
observations of each family over the six-month period. Observation periods will 
last between four and eight hours and will be conducted during tie week and on 
weekends. Each family will be videotaped during several in-home observations. 

Each family will also participate in interviews, psychological tests, and 
a family task. The interviews and tests will be conducted in the home: the 
family task will be carried out in the CFR laboratory. 

Each family will receive $350.00 for participation in the study.

GWU UNIT TO EXAMINE HISTORICAL 
IMPACT OF SUBMARINE TELEGRAPHY 

WASHINGTON, D.C, — In a three-part project sponsored by a grant from the 
Office of Exploratory Research and Problem Assessment of the National Science 
Foundation, a research group from the Program of Policy Studies in Science and 
Technology (PPS) of The George Washington University will examine and assess 
the historical inpacts of the development of submarine telegraphy — in particular 
the laying of the first trans-Atlantic telegraph cable in 1866. 

Submarine telegraphy was the only swift means of transocean comnunication 
from 1866 to 1920, the advent of short-wave radio. The PPS project will assess 
and evaluate the most significant societal inpacts (economic, political, 
environmental, social, and military) of submarine telegraphy during this period. 

The project will be separated into three parts: an historical assessment 
utilizing formal and informal evaluations of submarine telegraphy actually made 
between 1866 and 1920: a hypothetical assessment that will demonstrate various 
evaluations that could have been made during the same period using existing methods 
and information: and a 1975 assessment of the period using current methods and 
analytical tools. 

A two-part report to be issued at the conclusion of the project will include: 
an analytical report detailing various methodologies utilized for others involved 
in technology assessment; and a more general section describing the past inpacts

technology assessment can made to the decision-making process. 

Co-Principal Investigators are Vary T. Coates, Associate Director of the 
Program of Policy Studies, and Bernard S. Finn, Curator, Department of Electricity, 
National Museum of History and Technology, Smithsonian Institution. Dr. Finn 
recently returned from a year’s sabbatical researching and planning an exhibition 
on submarine telegraphy at the Science Museum, London.
